So 
great was his success among the 
Crees, that he found it necessary 
to establish missions on the south 
branch ofthe Saskatchewan, and 
the missions of Duck Lake, Rat- 
ovhe and St. Laurent were the re 
sult of his indefatigable zeal. He 
was the first missionary to invade 
the Prince Albert country, where 
his efforts were invariably success- 
His sympathy, {s6lf-abnega- 
tion and love of duty made hima 
favorite amoug the Crees, who lov- 
ed and respected him, 

During his residence at Prince 
Albert, the Riel rebellion broke out
